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lingering until wednesday rusty i met charlie gibson a couple years back you know what his floor director 
does before he goes on the air what's that tickles him that's what he said i did the story he gets tickled before 
he goes on so doi uh here's what it looks like going out there well tom let's take a look at 3.94 a nice start to 
the rusher we had a nice rush hour surprisingly so yesterday and we're off to another nice start here ona 
friday the view from 394 in winnetka not a problem 94 as you make your way into minneapolis that got 
crowded yesterday but here's the view from lindale light levels of traffic to start things off 94 280 also looking 
good of course 280 is considered to be the main detour around 35 w in that bridge collapse zone and 
yesterday 280 not a problem uh here's the view on the other side to the 35w at 280 and we did see some 
backup here's a live shot in the darkness there 35w counter road c we saw some backup southbound 35w at 
county road c where you start to get funneled toward that detour but right now very light levels of traffic and 
we're not seeing those delays but yes we'll be here keeping an eye on that tom all right thanks rusty well it's 
been such a dramatic remarkable couple of days around here we want to take a minute to show you some 
more of the sights and sounds from the last 24 hours the bridge collapsed i can't describe it surreal doesn't 
even begin to disturbing does not begin to describe whole bridge just gave gave out we don't know where 
her car is we can't locate him she's a fighter my wife's a fighter [Music] obviously a horrific incident that takes 
your breath away and sinks your heart and i saw it coming down out of the sky and the people on there 
screaming 
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and the people on there screaming that was the most noise it was making is the people screaming and then 
it was silence [Music] i don't think anybody quite expected the scene that we encountered upon arrival it was 
utter chaos at that time the bridge was smoking dust in the air [Music] we've had a difficult time trying to 
reach those vehicles there's extremely low visibility it's pretty common in the river environment [Music] we in 
the federal government must respond and respond robustly to help the people there in the horror of this 
incident there is a silver lining and that shines through and that is the goodness of minnesotans i believe in 
god and we know that god is a just person and that we hold on to that faith whatever the outcome this is 5 
eyewitness news morning good morning it is 5 o'clock on friday august 3rd i'm tom hauser and i'm anita 
sakar this morning four families are mourning lost loved ones others are anxiously waiting for word about 
missing loved ones who are presumed dead and we're learning new stories of survival and then it completely 
just dropped and it was like i was floating in the air still difficult to talk about but we're going to start today with 
rusty gate and be rusty well the first day yesterday the traffic issues in and around minneapolis 





issues in and around minneapolis surprisingly didn't happen we had a pretty decent morning and afternoon 
rush hour people seem to find a way to avoid 35 w specifically heading in and out of minneapolis we'll see 
how day two what we have to deal with here's first of all the map of the detour they did allow you yes starting 
yesterday to continue south 35w to stinson for local traffic otherwise to drive on through you do use 280 they 
funnel you right to 280 which they've changed to become a freeway status meaning that the traffic lights are 
lit up green you do not have access to county road b broadway walnut or rose lawn they want you to keep 
moving north and southbound and that detour zone got crowded yesterday but it moved right along this 
morning the same uh story off to light levels of traffic this is the view from 35 and chicago you're seeing 94 as 
it goes eastbound there there are the barriers that are up preventing you from traveling onto uh 35w and 
there's the view 94 280 no slowdowns there as you approach that detour zone and here this morning is that 
yuri live shot of 35w and what was the bridge across the mississippi river so day two we will see how the 
morning rush hour goes that's what's happening right now patrick all right rustia we're tracking a nice day 
today but changes on the way for your saturday a day today very similar to yesterday temperatures mid to 
upper 80s lots of sunshine it's going to be a fairly peaceful day today weather-wise but rain on the way for 
your saturday we're going to track that coming up in your full forecast could be a nice soaking rain for some 
folks 87 degrees today cooler though with cloudy skies tomorrow in the in the rain and thunderstorms so we'll 
have a complete look at that full forecast coming up in just a few minutes guys this morning four families are 
mourning lost loved ones after this tragedy the victims are identified as julia blackhawk patrick holmes 
artemio trinidad mania and sherry ingebritzen 





trinidad mania and sherry ingebritzen susannah song now is live with more on how they're coping with the 
loss and with all of the attention suzanna tom now all these victims had very young children they were 
heading home from work but never made it across the 35 w bridge first we have a 29 year old minneapolis 
man by the name of artemio mina trinidad he was a father of four one of his children is just two months old 
mena worked at new york plaza produce he was headed home from work over the bridge when it collapsed 
and his pickup truck caught fire then there's 36 year old patrick holmes of mounds view he also died in the 
collapse he leaves behind two kids and a wife of 12 years they say he'll be remembered for his love of sports 
sherry engelbretson of shoreview has two daughters her husband says he has no idea what made her take 
that route one she usually avoided and the fourth victim julia blackhawk of savage worked at the aveda 
institute where she met friend liz ewing she has two kids and a husband and her kids are eight and nine and 
what from my heart from what i heard from other students is that they're out of state on vacation right now so 
i don't know if they've been contacted or if they even know i mean she was loved everybody in the class liked 
her and officials anticipate soon more families will learn they too have lost their loved ones live in 
minneapolis susannah song 5 eyewitness news and the victims of wednesday's bridge collapse are being 
remembered in washington d.c i'd like to ask that the committee observe a moment of silence for those who 
we have lost those who are suffering from injury and the entire community which is struggling to recover at 
this time in addition to that moment of silence the house committee approved 250 million dollars to help 
minnesota rebuild the 
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dollars to help minnesota rebuild the 35w bridge it's expected to pass the house in the next few days and the 
full senate approved a bill creating a national committee on infrastructure this morning a new story of survival 
from a man who helped to rescue others on the bridge andy gannon and a co-worker from the minneapolis-st 
paul business journal were headed to a funeral wednesday yannon's friend took a shortcut and avoided the 
bridge but he was in his vehicle on the bridge as it collapsed this is his chrysler pacifica on the bridge and 
this is the cell phone call he made to his wife jill from the bridge kim i'm on the bridge people are in the water 
people gannon says he also leaped out of his vehicle and helped to get the kids off the school bus of course 
we've heard from many of the heroes who did the same thing and all the kids on that bus survived gives you 


chills to hear that today divers will be back in the mississippi river working to recover other victims it is a 
dangerous place and it's a dangerous process considering people have to work in the currents and amongst 
the shards of steel and concrete jennifer griswold now joins us more with the status of that river search 
jennifer tom they hope to get divers in the water at 8 30 this morning you can see behind me already two 
sheriff's departments have mobile command centers here but yesterday's challenges still exist today tons of 
thousands thousands of tons of concrete and metal in the water create fast flowing currents coupled with the 
debris it was too dangerous for searchers to stay in the water long yesterday they face the same obstacles 
today but using sonar they're able to pinpoint vehicles in the water and hopefully target their search loved 
ones of those missing hope the efforts produce more results in the days to come christina secorofis likely 
crossed the bridge on wednesday her boyfriend wants to believe she's alive somewhere it's loved ones like 
him who especially need these efforts to move forward for answers 
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move forward for answers she's a glowing person a million dollar smile she teaches greek dance at st mary's 
greek orthodox church and that's where she was going before the bridge accident happened we keep 
hearing time and time again that they want to make sure it's safe for the divers we know this is a dangerous 
job but we don't want them risking their own lives live in minneapolis jennifer griswold 5 eyewitness news 
thank you jennifer the recovery divers are doing dangerous work as she mentioned searching the mississippi 
river christie peale talked with a diver who understands the challenges they're facing right now divers are 
risking their lives searching the river experienced diver lee bailey sealer says they do it to give answers to 
anxious families they're doing it because they need to create closure for a family that's got someone down 
under water still to physically and mentally prepare for this divers first go through at least two years of 
training and even then the work like the river is unpredictable there are obstructions that can be moving 
towards the diver but also the diver can move into obstructions and become entangled and and some 
occasionally pinned and need assistance to get out bailey sealer knows the swirling near zero visibility 
conditions well he's been in the water near the collapse but it's so dangerous in this exact location 
recreational divers aren't allowed yeah it's an extremely dangerous part of the river one of the serious risks is 
the current really strange currents that they're dealing with and contaminated water and obstructions 
underwater it's about the worst kind of diving that you can do you can choose to do and that was christy 
peele reporting because of all the safety concerns with the rubble and crumpled cars underwater the diving 
work could take weeks first lady laura bush will tour the bridge collapse damage later this morning she was 
already scheduled to visit the twin cities to attend the summer meeting of the republican national committee 
and another event at the u of m

another event at the u of m after surveying the site mrs bush will meet with and comfort victims of the bridge 
collapse and then president bush himself will also visit minneapolis on saturday to tour the damage he has 
pledged a quick response to aid in the recovery we in the federal government must respond and respond 
robustly to help the people there not only recover but to make sure that lifeline of activity that bridge gets 
rebuilt as quickly as possible president bush also called governor poleni and mayor rt ryback to offer his 
condolences we now know mndot was worried the bridge's metal would crack but chose not to make the 
repairs the 35w bridge was first declared structurally deficient in 1990. last year a study raised concerns 
about the cracks mndot was given two alternatives add steel plates to reinforce critical parts or conduct a 
thorough inspection of certain areas to see if there were additional cracks they chose the inspection route 
beginning that examination in may and as minneapolis police cope with the tragedy they're also investigating 
the city's 27th murder of 2007. it's the first killing in more than a month police say the man arrived at abbott 
northwestern hospital around 10 o'clock last night with a gunshot wound and later died no details have been 
released about the location of the shooting police are asking anyone with information to call them and the 
town now is 5 10 it is 65 degrees outside here in the twin cities we're following more news on the bridge 
collapse we hear stories about heroes who risked their own lives to save total strangers let's take a look at 


your weather headlines for your friday another sunny warm day today but rain on the way for your saturday 
and active weather right into next week your seven-day forecast is coming up [Music] first we've heard some 
incredible stories of people on the bridge when it collapsed stepping 
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on the bridge when it collapsed stepping in to help others rescue others one of those heroes is a man named 
gary babineau he helped rescue dozens of children on that school bus we've been showing you and he's 
been getting a lot of natural attention for it brad simons has his story tom bonita good morning by now many 
of you may have heard of gary babineau of blaine he's been on all the talk shows larry king live all the 
national talk shows as well as good morning america he is a new brighton native a former wrestler at latino 
grace high school and the one thing about gary babineau is he's still trying to make sense of this tragedy but 
one very happy man glad to be alive on this day after the bridge collapse gary babineau isn't just now feeling 
fortunate gary got that when i was on the bridge and i actually had the full view of the whole bridge going 
across and i actually saw the whole thing fall and then start falling with it it was real right then i didn't i 
couldn't believe it it was like a movie but right when i hit it it was real to me babineau was in the intense 
spotlight because he was one who not only survived in his demolished rig but he then got out to rescue kids 
from this bus i was hearing the screams and i looked over and there's this school bus i just thought oh my 
god this is it's terrible when i saw the school bus it was just i gotta get to those kids you know there's i know 
that there's gonna be other people and we all need to come together and just we need to help these kids we 
need to get them out of there and he did that but as quickly as babineau rushed to help rescue those on the 
bus his mind was racing with thoughts of his pregnant fiancee liz that's the first thing i thought about when i 
when i figured out the bridge is going down that's the first thing that went through my mind i'd oh my oh my 
god there's i have a baby coming in two weeks you know i i can't die please don't let me die it was like a 
prayer was just going through my mind god you know i don't want to die you know just and as he stands as 
close as they'll let us get to one of the clap spans the whole scene is as vivid as it was just after six 
wednesday night hearing the cars 
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six wednesday night hearing the cars screeching down the down the incline and falling off right next to me 
and then hearing the screaming kids in the bus that that's you know i had an angel looking down on me you 
know two seconds later and you know i would have been in the water or i would have been you know [Music] 
i i had someone was looking over me fabinho told me one other thing he's looking forward to some serious 
sleep over the next few days in fact he also said the highlight of his day was a pork chop lunch at his mom's 
house full of extra loves and hugs and the other thing being interviewed on good morning america one very 
happy ending to that story in the newsroom rod simons 5 eyewitness news thank you rod those pork chops 
must have tasted so good yes we need more stories with happiness yeah we sure do some of them are 
coming out of course all right let's track the rain that we've got coming in for saturday today though a nice 
day let's get to the details if we could let's show you what's going on right now on sky max 5 where we've got 
the rain developing well out to our west and it looks like it's going to be here oh in 24 to 28 hours or so as we 
begin to see some clouds increase a bit around here and then eventually some rain but not today it is going 
to be a clear quiet day much like we saw yesterday without lots of sunshine let's show you what it looks like 
right now in our weather bug sites we are in the 50s to 60s officially out at the airport we have a temperature 
of 67 degrees with a dew point of 50. very light winds but winds may pick up a bit this afternoon out of the 
southwest 5 15 maybe 20 miles an hour 40's across northern minnesota so very fall like there 52 bemidji 46 
in big fork 67 degrees as we mentioned though in the twin cities satellite view shows you the clear skies that 
we have over us right now and it's going to stay that way much of the day just some increase in some high 
clouds later on but we're watching this system out here 
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but we're watching this system out here finally a developing area of low pressure that may have some stain 
power around here as this system begins to wind up a bit and spread clouds over us tonight and then 
hopefully some rain developing during the day tomorrow and this could be a statewide rain with the focus in 
central and southern minnesota and even northern minnesota getting some rain out of this we'll track it 
beginning in the wee hours of tomorrow morning 3 o'clock a.m notice the showers beginning near alexandria 
approaching brainerd down towards mankato and glencoe wilmer montevideo even into the twin cities during 
the morning hours and then the rain is going to be with us looks like off and on much of the day tomorrow 
with lots of cloud cover and thus we're going to see temperatures only in the 70s tomorrow i know there are a 
lot of outdoor activities being planned for saturday it does look cloudy cooler with some scattered showers 
and some thunderstorms maybe even a severe storm thrown into the mix as well sunday looking a little bit 
better 85 in cambridge 87 degrees today in the twin cities lots of sun for friday tomorrow looking a bit grayer 
87 westerly winds 5-10 but getting a little more gusty this afternoon increasing clouds tonight 65 and when i 
say gusty i'm talking 15 to 20. not a big deal 78 tomorrow 64 on sunday with an isolated storm and then 
active weather continues it appears right into next week with some storms once again later monday and 
tuesday and possibly even until wednesday as well so much needed rain rusty it's just that it's coming ona 
saturday but we'll take it all right taking a look at traffic this morning however we look forward to those rain 
days that you have on saturday where the clouds are shaped like minnesota i look for those the artist yes in 
our building did that very well i've never actually seen one but i look for the minnesota shape cloud there 
yeah there's got to be one he forecasted the minnesota-shaped rain cloud all right the drive this morning 
yeah roads are dry this morning traffic's light this morning yesterday we had a decent 
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this morning yesterday we had a decent rush hour both in the morning and afternoon we thought we were 
going to be seeing big delays basically gridlock coming into the minneapolis area on 35w people evidently 
found a way to avoid 35w which obviously is a good thing here's how it maps out for you the early commute 
all green nothing to slow you down even as you approach that section of 35w that is closed 280 is your main 
detour that is moving along that also moved along pretty well yesterday let's go live out there you'll see first 
of all a little hint of our friday morning sunshine on the horizon the view from 35 w in chicago which is 
basically looking at that 94 commons area that is excuse me eastbound 94 the mndot crew out there letting 
you know that access to 35w is shut down here's what it looks like 35w as you come in from the north end 
the view from stinson the barrier is out this ramp though is open to local traffic and then the view from 94 and 
280 zipping along we did see slow downs on 94 yesterday but uh once you get on to 280 not a problem we 
do have a map of that detour just to remind you there it is and remember 280 kind of works like a freeway 
now they have the lights lit up green so north and southbound move right along but access to those side 
streets you don't have access to the side streets do you know maybe you don't know this is is that going to 
be 24 hours that way or just during the rush hour you know i haven't heard officially but with the projects you 
know rebuilding that bridge taking a year or two i got to believe 280 is going to be the focus of some major uh 
expansion yeah they may widen it maybe add a lane on the shoulder i have a feeling we're going to see a 
major highway become right there on 280. the federal government's already given some money to get that 
project started so thanks russell well out of this tragedy heroes are emerging dozens of first responders put 
their own lives in the line climbing onto the collapse bridge to get stunned victims out of their cars sometimes 
out of the water and then to safety brad satin has more now on their stories [Music] 
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[Music] risking their lives we did what we had to do motivated by a sense of duty you're forced to make a 
decision and do we stand back and watch or do we take action from the firefighters on the edge of unstable 
concrete to divers risking currents strong enough to sweep them away to the man who with no safety net 
climbed down a 12-inch beam at a 60-degree angle to make a rescue it was nothing but twisted metal 
overhanging concrete you could hear the bridge creaking you could hear rivets popping and you heard the 
people on the on the span that was actually in the water crying for help firefighter shanna hansen lives near 
the bridge when it went down she rushed to the scene and in no time was in the water you're concerned 


about something snagging you and dragging your line underneath life-threatening dangers from below and 
above at one point a pillar high in the air began to wobble it was starting to move a little bit it was causing 
some of the concrete to crumble and they evacuated everybody out from underneath it but you'll hear it from 
every first responder they take the risk to save lives while it's a rescue we go full out if it's a rescue effort 
everyone's in there doing best they can you just kind of go in and do it you don't think about it much until 
afterwards and it's only then when they realize it's not a place that i'd care to go to again i don't blame them 
no geez just dramatic to watch that time right now is 5 21. we're following more news we take a closer look 
on how this collapse happened [Music] welcome back everyone what a beautiful sunrise shot from our buck 
hills sky cam temperature is 67 degrees it is friday a surveillance camera near the site caught the bridge as it 
was collapsing into a pile of debris you can see the bridge fall on the right side of your screen there's a 
woman who's coming up in the picture lynn lubin frantically called 9-1-1 seconds after the collapse lubin tells 
us she ran straight to the scene to help the victims 
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the victims we've heard a lot of speculation from people who drove on that bridge about what caused it to 
collapse some believe heavy construction equipment may have put too much stress on it others reported 
feeling strong vibrations in the minutes leading up to it wondering if that should have been a warning sign 
here's what we do know the bridge's center span was the first to drop that caused the ends to buckle fold 
down and collapse into the river 30 2 30. all right let's take a look at your forecast once again the seven day 
outlook is looking for farmers for those that have dry fields dry grass it's looking better we have a wetter 
weather pattern setting up a chance of rain tomorrow looking better and better cloudy skies maybe some 
severe weather too an isolated storm on sunday then late monday into tuesday more storms with 
temperatures into the upper 80s rusty i think we caught you putting in your breakfast order we could hear you 
there i'll have two 2 30. uh here's what it looks like going out live to 694 of you from uh central 694 got a little 
crowded yesterday we're already starting to see some folks out there but moving along road's in good shape 
in the flow no real slowdowns at this early hour another angle of your 694 commute to view from victoria and 
then we'll show you 94 riverside interstate 94 got a bit crowded yesterday morning and afternoon but right 
now looking good here's 35 w near 280 where you're going down to that detour and right now the flow on 
280 is also very good which quite surprising actually yesterday we saw a nice flow on 35w and through that 
detour zone we'll keep an eye on that and update throughout the morning tom thanks rusty the bridge 
collapse has captured much of the nation's attention abc world news anchor charles gibson spent part of 
yesterday surveying the damage from our own chopper 5. he shared some of his thoughts and observations 
with us and compared this 
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observations with us and compared this catastrophe to some of the biggest news stories he's ever covered 
well the first thing somebody said to me this morning when i came here is you've ever seen anything like this 
before and i have uh you think back to the 1989 world series earthquake in san francisco where you saw 
overpasses in highways that had pancaked down because of that seismic activity and then the northridge uh 
earthquake in los angeles where i remember broadcasting for good morning america from outside an 
apartment building four stories tall that had pancaked down and the people on the first second and third 
floors obviously many of them killed so this is very similar when you look at it but the amazing thing is you're 
not looking at an earthquake that's the thing that i keep having to say to myself this wasn't an earthquake this 
was simply a fall and the amazing part of it to me is how a how quickly it happened and b obviously the fact 
that it came without any warning i am so struck that uh how you can be going from the perfectly normal 
everyday activities of an evening's commute home or heading to the ball game last night or whatever and 
then suddenly you can be in the midst of tragedy he just has a way of capturing things doesn't it well and 
he's seen a lot in his career time right now is 5 27 at 67 degrees just ahead we're gonna hear more from the 
victims families at least four people have lost their lives we know that number is going to grow we're going to 
hear from some of the victims families coming up in just a moment and divers will be back in the water this 
morning we're live with an update on their search efforts and the best challenges they face [Music] this is 5 


eyewitness news morning we can never be prepared for something as horrendous as this she's a sweet girl 
and everybody loved her kept calling her cell phone constantly and just trying to get a hold of her and nothing 
we're following more news on the 35w 
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we're following more news on the 35w bridge collapses the recovery efforts continue good morning it's 5 30 
on friday august 3rd i'm vanita soccer and i'm tom hauser we have the latest on the victims in this tragedy 
plus jennifer griswold is live along the banks of the mississippi river with more on today's search plans and 
rusty gatenby is here to help you plan your route to work we'll start with you rusty well thanks the drive 
yesterday certainly was much better than i anticipated talking to the folks at midnight even they were 
surprised how nice the flow was especially on w coming into minneapolis from the north and as well as from 
the south it seems people found a way to avoid 35 w maybe they were just staying home we'll see how day 
two goes here dealing with the shutdown the collapse of 35w they're over the mississippi river we have a 
map of that detour if you're going to be heading out there today here's what happens 35 w southbound you 
can go as far as stinson but then you will be exited at stinson so that's mainly for local traffic if you're heading 
out through 280 as that main alternate route uh it has been converted to freeway status which means you 
have no access to county road b broadway walnut roselawn they just want you to move along north and 
southbound and that worked pretty well yesterday here's what it looks like this morning off to a nice start a 
live shot from downtown minneapolis 35w the view from chicago you can see the barriers are out there again 
and the flow right now both directions looking good on 35w and interstate 94. we saw jam ups on interstate 
94 yesterday but really nothing out of the ordinary so we'll see how we do here on day two dealing with that 
shutdown on 35w a little bit of sunshine on the horizon there patrick yeah it looks like rusty will have a day 
today very similar to yesterday lots of sunshine i'll tell you this little stretch of nice comfortable weather 
coming at a very good time highs in the mid to upper 80s and not a cloud in sight that will change though 
tonight and tomorrow where we bring in some clouds and some rain 50's and 60's at this hour quite a spread 
67 in minneapolis 57 in blaine only 50 in 
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minneapolis 57 in blaine only 50 in saint cloud your forecast for today cause for sunshine a temperature of 
around 87 degrees for a high today but clouds and rain are on the way and they will be here it looks like and 
in some places a soaking rain for your day tomorrow saturday is looking like the wettest day potentially in 
terms of a widespread fashion that we've seen in a while especially the southern half of the state we'll uh 
detail that rain chance coming up in your full forecast in just a few minutes you know i love warm summer 
weather but that's 78 on saturday looks doesn't that seem like a nice little pleasant change yeah just for a 
day okay thank you patrick now the latest on the river recovery efforts they were slowed down yesterday by 
fierce currents and dangerous debris jennifer griswold what's the plan for divers this morning we understand 
they'll be arriving there around 6 30. how soon will they get out there they'll be arriving about 6 30 but they 
hope to be in the water by 8 30 and today again divers will be risking their lives to help families find out if 
their loved ones died in this tragedy right now the hennepin county sheriff's office believes eight people are 
still missing the department of public safety tells us the number could still be much higher 20 to 30. christina 
sikorafis is missing her boyfriend hopes she is safe but he fears she could be a victim he says the corpus 
was on her way to church when she likely crossed over the 35w bridge on wednesday i frantically tried 
calling again and again called other friends to see if they had seen her or talked to her i went to the hospitals 
and checked and i still haven't heard from her well we know there are a number of vehicles both either 
submerged or partially submerged i don't have an exact number we don't know that for sure that's what the 
divers and the side scan sonar are trying to locate for us yesterday divers were hampered by the tangled 
mess of metals and by the currents they have found two submerged vehicles and some construction 
scaffolding downstream from the collab site no bodies had been found however there is still a large area to 
search 
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is still a large area to search upstream and that's exactly what they will be doing again this morning vanita 
had mentioned that they hope to be back out here at 6 30 this morning they hope to do a news briefing at 
seven o'clock we will bring that to you live live in minneapolis for now jennifer griswold 5 eyewitness news 
and as jennifer just mentioned diving in this area of the river is extremely difficult divers risk their own lives to 
help families find closure by recovering victims bodies we talked to one experienced diver lee bailey seiler to 
learn more about what it's like under the water there are obstructions that can be moving towards the diver 
but also the diver can move into obstructions and become entangled and and some occasionally pinned and 
need assistance to get out and he tells us he's been in the water near the collapse but it's so dangerous in 
this exact location recreational divers are not allowed the rescue and recovery efforts are treacherous work 
for the minneapolis fire department we've learned it's going to be days if not weeks for a full recovery chief 
jim clack says the work has been added stress on the firefighters it's an emotional job when you're when 
you're doing rescue work and you're saving some and you can't save others it's tough chief jim clack says 
there is a fire captain who is a social worker and is available for firefighters and now we turn to susannah 
song for a look at the victims in this tragic collapse who did not survive the official death toll remains at four 
julia blackhawk patrick holmes are timio trinidad mina and sherry ingebretson suzanna it's heartbreaking to 
hear from the families of these victims isn't it it's so hard to hear their stories tom and again we're learning 
the names faces and even their passions of again these four people who died in the tragedy we have a 29 
year old minneapolis man by the name of artemio mina trinidad he was a father of four one of his children is 
just two months old mina worked at a new york plaza produce store he was headed home from work when 
the bridge collapsed and his pickup truck caught 
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collapsed and his pickup truck caught fire then there's 36-year-old patrick holmes of mounds view who also 
died in the collapse he leaves behind two kids and a wife of 12 years they say he'll be remembered for his 
love of sports sherry engelbretson of shoreview has two daughters her daughter her husband says he has no 
idea what made her take that route once she usually avoids and then the fourth victim julia blackhawk of 
savage also had two kids friends say they hope her family has been notified from what i heard from other 
students is that they're out of state um on vacation right now so i don't know if they've been contacted or if 
they even know i mean she was loved everybody in the class liked her she was not very talkative but she 
was really nice she'd always ask to borrow stuff for me and i'd always let her and sadly officials say they 
anticipate that more families today will hear that their loved ones have died in this collapse live in 
minneapolis susannah song 5 eyewitness news it's so tough when you start to see the names in the pictures 
yeah and we knew it would be i know time right now is 5 37 67 degrees we are learning heartwarming stories 
about the kids on that school bus when that bridge collapsed we're going to hear one child's frantic call to her 
mom all right we're taking a look at your weather headlines for your friday you're going to notice a noticed 
noticeable difference in your weather from today to tomorrow we're going to see another day of sunshine 
today it'll be warm once again but rain and thunderstorms on the approach for your saturday and active 
weather i got to tell you for our drought-stricken state this is good news we have that seven-day forecast 
coming up that's just chilling to hear terrifying cries for help a little girl leaves a voicemail just moments after 
the bridge collapsed beneath her the panic turned to relief once the ten-year-old was consoled by her mom 
callie swift and 60 others were 
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callie swift and 60 others were returning from a field trip when their school bus dropped 40 feet when the 
bridge gave way beneath them her mom christine listened to the phone message for the first time oh 
goodness that is hard to listen to her mom soon answered those pleas trying to calm her down when she 
called back callie has a sore back but she will be okay her mom says she's in shock heartbroken about the 
loss of life yet so thankful that her daughter was one of the lucky ones meanwhile chaperones on board the 
school bus took quick action to get everyone out they say children helped one another and they worked 
together like you know what the bus has stopped we're not in the water jeremy got this door open this is our 
family we're going to work together like army ants and we're going to get out of here i just can't even believe 


it especially the higher shots where it looks like a little toy truck or something or like a godzilla movie or 
something like it doesn't even look real working like army ants the councilors say their maternal instincts 
kicked in and they were determined to get the children off that bus time right now is 5 42 67 degrees we go 
online checking out the world headlines about the bridge collapse here in minneapolis [Music] welcome back 
you are taking a look at a shot from our saint paul skycam state capitol the time now is 5 45 and 67 degrees 
here in the twin cities our news desk has received phone calls from all over the world as people try to watch 
us try to cover this bridge collapse we even had an email from germany remember the people who are 
watching live online and we're thanking us for staying on all night i did an interview with sydney australia a 
television station there it's all over the world web manager justin paichowski is live in the newsroom to show 
us some of the many national headlines and 





of the many national headlines and international that's right it's been it's been incredible hasn't it um when 
something like this happens you can gauge how peop how much people are talking about it by going to the 
internet let's take a look at a program that i like to use whenever something like this happens i usually go to 
google news and just type in a keyword to test what's going on for example i type in the word bridge collapse 
13 000 different news stories and this is just today folks this is just this morning there's stories from all over 
the world all over the country chicago here's one from australia into europe i've even read stories from saudi 
arabia united kingdom people are talking about this now let's take a look at some of them here in kansas city 
there was an editorial in this morning's paper collapse is a grim reminder to inspect and fix our bridges so 
people are taking this and incorporating it into their local news also one i found interesting this is from the 
washington post kind of it's a little bit of a commentary on the twin cities it says easy going mood turns bleak 
and it goes on to talk about how people never thought something like this could happen here in the twin cities 
and and the new york times also took a similar angle to the kansas city star where they say engineers see 
danger in aging infrastructure and it goes on to talk about kind of the infrastructure all around the country and 
what people are doing and what they can do to keep bridges and other public institutions safe and tom venita 
uh just a reminder you mentioned we were on live yesterday online we will if we need to go online live today 
we will but stay with us all through the day kstp.com we'll have updates i got so many emails from texas 
when we were online live massachusetts people who are from here who really wanted to pay attention to the 
coverage so i'm glad you did that right we did two from all over yeah especially in the middle of the night 
when we were on all night uh that that first night people in other countries who were in different time zones 
really appreciated be able to see that so thank you thank you justin and you know talking about uh how this 
can happen anywhere you know the last major bridge collapse that just collapsed was back in 1983 it's been 
a long time right you know where it wasn't involving a barge hitting a pillar or something yeah 
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barge hitting a pillar or something yeah yeah and charlie gibson talked about the 89 earthquake in san 
francisco just the visuals from the air look so eerily similar to that that earthquake and of course the bridge 
collapse there all right let's move forward talk about the rain that's on the way look at this shot guys i hope 
people also watching from other parts of the country in the world also see scenes like this this is also some 
of the beauty of minnesota that we're seeing just a crystal clear morning not a breath of wind on gull lake this 
is a live picture this isn't taken from you know 1987 this is now and this is how beautiful it is temperatures 
right now in the 50's and 60's 57 new brighton chaska is at 59 60 in shakopee afton 54 stillwater checking in 
at 62 degrees statewide we are dealing with clear skies but notice how there is rain developing in nebraska 
south dakota parts of wyoming some showers near denver and this is the moisture that's heading for us it 
looks like for tomorrow let's get to your forecast and we'll start with a look at the statewide temperatures 
getting close to 30 degree readings here in big fork it's 43 48 in saint cloud 67 though in the twin cities we've 
got the clear skies on the satellite it's going to be clear today it's going to be sunny today and warm 
temperatures in the mid to maybe some upper 80s but notice the clouds gathering out here this is a 
developing weather system that is going to bring us a chance of rain showers during the day tomorrow so 
saturday looking like we'll see one of the best chances of rain around here in a while and i don't mean an 


inch here and nothing there this looks a little bit more widespread rolling into the state of minnesota during 
the day tomorrow so i know the timing isn't great but we're going to get some rain it appears high pressure 
will shove off to the east this warm front begins lifting northbound little disagreement on where the focus of 
the rain will be looking at this weather model here this projection would give the focus to northern and central 
minnesota there's another 
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central minnesota there's another theory that the rain focus will be in southern minnesota so for now we're 
going to go with a fairly good chance of rain just about statewide i'm going to hedge my bets and focus on 
southern minnesota for tomorrow but it looks like again everybody's got a shot at some rain 87 in the twin 
cities today with sunshine 80 duluth alexandria is at 84 today sunshine and rain in the forecast for alexandria 
and brainerd tomorrow as well mainly sunny today a high of 87 increasing clouds tonight 65. here's that rain 
chance for your saturday isolated storms on sunday look at your high on saturday by the way rusty this might 
be you know there might be snow routes yes on saturday 78 degrees 84 on sunday and then more active 
weather rolling than later monday and again on tuesday if we were to get a 78 degree day in march we'd 
think it was a heat wave and now we're like ooh oh i know i know we haven't had a temperature that cool in 
over a month wow yeah it's going to be nice we'll enjoy it okay the drive this morning we certainly enjoyed a 
decent commute yesterday morning yesterday afternoon we thought with the bridge collapse potentially we 
could have gridlock certainly some delays coming into minneapolis somehow people have found a way to 
avoid coming into minneapolis it seems on 35w at least and this morning we're doing okay as well off you 
know to a nice start it is still early there it is the official detour for 35 w uh you can get as far as stinson and 
that is mainly for local traffic if you're going to head on through 280 is the main detour they've got it converted 
to basically a freeway with the stop lights lit up green and no access to those side streets so you just zip right 
along and that's what's happening again this morning let's show you with traffic pulse the flow around town 
all green no real delays even as you come into minneapolis on 35w and 280 that detour route looking good 
here's what it looks like coming in from the north side on 35w the 
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coming in from the north side on 35w the view from county road c and uh there you can see the barriers out 
there here's how you got to move on into 280 not a problem there's the view from 35 w280 here they go 
heading into that detour zone moving along there's the view from 94 in 280 and right now looking pretty good 
94 got crowded yesterday we had a couple of fender benders as well one fender bender on the system right 
now you can see right there bottom of your screen a couple of folks off on the shoulder highway helper 
person there that's 494 at 55 westbound 494 55 and at this early hour traffic is slowing down just a little bit as 
you approach that crash scene we'll see how the the day two uh commute goes as we deal with this situation 
so a little while ago before the intense part of the commute so we'll see yeah okay thanks rustic well the mall 
of america is now stepping in to help ease the commute to downtown minneapolis starting today commuters 
can park in the mall's east ramp and use the light rail or buses to travel downtown the ramp will open 
weekday mornings at 7 a.m one of the questions we've been hearing a lot what other bridges should we be 
concerned about our investigative unit has been pouring over thousands of federal inspection records 
inspectors give bridges what they call a sufficiency rating it's a measurement of how well the bridge does its 
job and more importantly whether its structure can carry the traffic on a scale of one to a hundred the bridge 
that collapsed rated a 50. christy peel has this story 35e just north of 94 in st paul a bridge spanning railroad 
tracks gets a 53 rating just north of that a bridge over cayuga street rates just 41. south of the scene of 
wednesday's collapse stand three more structurally deficient bridges the bridge over central avenue in 
minneapolis rates of 42. the one over 60th street gets a 56 rating and the one over 76th street rates of 44. 
mndot's currently replacing the 494 bridge across the mississippi near newport that bridge had scored a 38. 
the worst 
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that bridge had scored a 38. the worst we found in the metro is also under reconstruction the bridge where 
the crosstown intersects 35w scored a dismal 35. [Applause] the time now is 5 53 67 degrees outside find 
out if the fringe festival is still going on and see if the minnesota twins will still play their series this weekend 
plus we're following more news on recovery efforts and emergency money as president and mrs bush head 
to the twin cities to survey the damage [Music] welcome back everyone time right now is 5 56 557 it is 67 
degrees we're gonna give you a shot here right now of 280 the flow seems to be moving fairly well here from 
our midway skycam as it did yesterday we're going to keep an eye on it for you president bush and first lady 
laura bush will get an up close look at the bridge collapse over the next few days mrs bush will visit the twin 
cities today she was originally scheduled to attend the summer meeting of the republican national committee 
after surveying the damage the first lady will meet with and comfort victims president bush will be in town on 
saturday to see the damage for himself meanwhile minneapolis has already received five million dollars in 
federal emergency money the funds will go immediately to long-term planning for traffic detours including 
that 280 route we told you about earlier minnesota lawmakers in washington are now working to secure even 
more money i think it'll cost substantially uh more than 250 million dollars rebuild that bridge uh and and to 
and to uh uh not only it's not only the bridge but it's the approaches on either side for the bridge but we have 
to start somewhere we have to start somewhere and 250 million dollars is a starting figure congressman jim 
oberstar hopes to push the emergency funding bill through today before congress goes on their august 
vacation a few event notes for you the twins will play their four-game series against cleveland this weekend 
at the dome twins president dave st peter said they

against the indians and yesterday's postponed game between the twins and royals has been rescheduled for

day two off to a pretty good start as well we actually have our mndot actually scrambled and put a camera 
along 280 the main detour route first let's well here it is there's a shot it says st cloud mobile across the top 
but we're actually on the corner of broadway in 280 here and you can see the camera showing you lots of 
room out there on that detour route and that is the good news once again it looks like traffic is flowing right 
along here's the view from 35w and county road c as you approach that detour zone and looking okay 
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that detour zone and looking okay you go as far as stinson you see a vehicle there using the ramp but that's 
where they have it shut down you if you're traveling south 35 w at stinson that you're getting off basically for 
local travel and there's a 94 and 280 trying to show you 94 280 there and you can see that right now 94 both 
directions looking good this did get crowded yesterday morning and yesterday afternoon nothing too extreme 
but possibly heavier than normal we have just the one crash out there in the system right now westbound 
494 at highway 55 and there you can see one vehicle up against the guardrail patrol officer on the scene as 
well as a highway helper first unit person but that is westbound 494 slowing down at highway 55. so we do 
have one crash out there for the early friday morning commute but a little hint of some sunshine on the 
horizon there patrick yeah it looks like rusty we have another day of nice quiet weather here which is a good 
news as we you know still have to deal with this recovery however rain chances increase dramatically it

and this is the cell phone call he made to his wife jill from the bridge i'm on the bridge they come out people 
are in the water people people are screaming people we need help gannon says he also leaped out of his 
vehicle and helped to get the kids off the school bus of course we've heard from many of the heroes who did 
the same 
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from many of the heroes who did the same thing and all the kids on that bus survived and within the next 
hour or two divers plan to be back in the mississippi river working to recover more victims jennifer griswold 
joins us now more with more on the status of that river search jennifer tom they hope to get divers in the 
water at 8 30 this morning we've already seen sheriff's deputies arriving this morning and there are two 
different departments who have command posts that have been here through the night but yesterday's 
challenges still exist thousands of tons of concrete and metal create fast flowing currents coupled with the 
debris it was too dangerous for searchers to stay in the water long yesterday they face the same obstacles 
today but but using sonar they're able to pinpoint vehicles in the water and hopefully target their search loved 
ones of those missing hope the efforts produce more results in the days to come christina secorifis likely 
cross the bridge on wednesday her boyfriend wants to believe she's alive somewhere it's loved ones like him 
who especially need these efforts to move forward for answers she's a glowing person a million dollar smile 
she teaches greek dance at st mary's greek orthodox church and that's where she was going before the 
bridge accident happened we keep hearing time and time again that they want to make sure it's safe for 
divers in the water we know this is an incredibly dangerous duty they face in front of them but they want to 
make sure the risks aren't too great we hope to hear more from the sheriff's office coming up at seven o'clock 
live minneapolis jennifer griswold 5 eyewitness news as jennifer mentioned the recovery divers are doing 
dangerous work searching the mississippi river christy peel talked with a diver who understands the 


challenges they're facing right now divers are risking their lives searching the river experienced diver lee 
bailey sealer says they do it to give answers to anxious families they're doing it because they need to create 
closure for a family that's got someone down under water still to physically and mentally prepare for 
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to physically and mentally prepare for this divers first go through at least two years of training and even then 
the work like the river is unpredictable there are obstructions that can be moving towards the diver but also 
the diver can move into obstructions and become entangled and and some occasionally pinned and need 
assistance to get out bailey sealer knows the swirling near zero visibility conditions well he's been in the 
water near the collapse but it's so dangerous in this exact location recreational divers aren't allowed yeah it's 
extremely dangerous part of the river one of the serious risks is the current really strange currents that 
they're dealing with and contaminated water and obstructions underwater it's about the worst kind of diving 
that you can do you can choose to do and that was christy peel reporting because of all the safety concerns 
with the rubble and crumpled cars underwater the diving work could take weeks we now know that mndot 
was worried the bridge's metal could crack but chose not to make the repairs the 35w bridge was first 
declared structurally deficient back in 1990. last year a study raised concern about cracks in the bridge 
mndot was given two alternatives add steel plates to reinforce critical parts or conduct a thorough inspection 
of certain areas to see if there were additional cracks they chose to go the inspection route beginning that 
examination this past may time is 607 it is 65 degrees on this friday our coverage of the bridge collapse 
continues in just moments a man who's covered major news events for decades world news anchor charles 
gibson talks about the accident and how he saw that minnesotans have responded all right we do have rain 
in the forecast for some people this may be the first rain in quite a while it's coming tomorrow for today sunny 
and warm rain chances increasing for your saturday and active weather right into next week that seven-day 
forecast is coming up we've been able to show you some of the

we've all remarked about over the past few days yes how complete strangers jumped in to help those 
stranded hurt and scared very struck at how sobered everyone around here is by what has happened uh 
ever since 2001 um there has been a little bit more softness about the business of living because of what 
happened uh it just it just brings home to you um that when you drive through the lincoln tunnel or when you 
go over the golden gate bridge or when you put your kid on the school bus and send them to school or when 
you drive over a bridge that it's just a little bit of an act of courage and it brings it brings home also the 
fragility of life i don't mean to be too cosmic about this but it really has had that effect in new york city and i 
wouldn't be surprised if you find that to be true here he just has a way of capturing it and you know i know 
we've been looking at these pictures for a couple days now but the more you look at those cars and trucks 
submerged you just you cannot believe what you're seeing and you spot new things as you're looking at the 
video time right now is 6 12. it is 69 degrees still to come how the mall of america plans to help ease the 
commute after the bridge collapse and amazing stories of heroes who risked their own lives to save 
complete strangers [Music] true love runs out [Music] welcome back everyone kind of an eerie shot here 
always will be to look at it getting a live look at the 35w bridge police chief jim dolan said four people were 
officially counted dead after their bodies were recovered but divers will be back out today the victims of 
wednesday's bridge collapse are being remembered in washington 
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washington i'd like to ask that the committee observe a moment of silence for those who we have lost those 
who are suffering from injury and the entire community which is struggling to recover at this time in addition 
to that moment of silence a house committee approved 250 million dollars to help minnesota rebuild the 35 w 
bridge it's expected to pass the house in the next few days and the full senate approved a bill creating a 


national committee on infrastructure and back here in minnesota governor tim pawlenty might call a special 
session of the legislature to focus on transportation funding he said he would make the response to the 
collapse his top priority for years democratic senate and house leaders have differed with the republican 
governor on how to fund road bridge and transit projects now it seems everyone is ready to compromise well 
we certainly need rain and now it is in the forecast for sure for tomorrow you know it is looking like a guy's i 
know the timing isn't great it's on a saturday it's coming during of course all the of this recovery going on but 
we're in a severe drought here in the state of minnesota in parts of wisconsin so we need that kind of rain 
that may persist a while and then opportunities of rain that continue beyond tomorrow's event so some good 
news out there in the extended forecast we'll start things off with a look at current numbers outside a nice 
looking day today yesterday was 89 degrees it was sunny humidity was low so it just didn't feel that hot and 
today will be similar high of around 87 degrees dew points low so it'll feel comfortable 65 in st paul right now 
57 new brighton hastings checking in at 55 and 61 degrees in blaine statewide right now we're watching dry 
conditions but we are tracking some showers into rapid city down towards denver this is the moisture that's 
heading for us during the day tomorrow so one of the better chances of rain on a large scale is coming 
tomorrow because i think many places in minnesota will see some rain tomorrow 
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tomorrow all right let's get to the details right now it's only 48 degrees in st paul compared to 65 in the in saint 
cloud rather compared to 65 in the twin cities 59 in rochester 43 degrees big fork bemidji checking in at 50 
degrees at this hour and we have the clear skies out there another nice looking day but this is what's brewing 
for tomorrow developing area of low pressure strong jet stream winds going to get this thing a little bit more 
organized over the next 24 hours and it's going to begin spreading some rain around here as the day goes 
on tomorrow maybe not a soaking rain tomorrow morning but i think showers and storms will increase as the 
day goes on and also some severe weather potentially tomorrow could see some heavier storms out towards 
the minnesota river valley tomorrow afternoon so we're dry tonight dry during the overnight hours and notice 
how the rain chances increases during the day and again this is kind of a statewide rain the focus possibly in 
central in northern minnesota but there's also signs that southern parts of the state will get their share of rain 
as well all right let's take a look at your temperatures for tomorrow 87 degrees in the twin cities 85 in 
cambridge 86 degrees in redwood falls alexandria checking in at 84. your forecast for today with lots of 
sunshine i have a temperature of about 87 still above normal westerly breeze 5-10 tonight clear skies but 
then the clouds thicken up a bit 65 degrees and then a look at your seven-day forecast we're going to see 
that chance of rain tomorrow an isolated storm on sunday monday the storms developing once again late in 
the day and then tuesday could be an active day once again but temperatures getting closer to 90 degrees 
chances of rain getting better and better it looks like over the next seven days all right rusty gatenby is here 
with a look at traffic you were surprised i think all of us were surprised how quiet the commute went

detour or excuse me 35 w axis down to stinson but that's open mainly for local traffic if you are heading on 
through the detour is 280 that's your main detour and they do have it converted basically to freeway status 
with the lights lit up green however that means no access to those side streets counter would be broadway 
walnut rose lawn traffic pulse mapping out the flow here on a friday and look at that pretty much green all 
around town even as you travel onto 280 there you'll see that the flow looking very nice in fact let's go live to 
the drive and you'll see the view from 35 w and county road c where they are funneling you down into that uh 
280 access saw a bit of a backup yesterday but right now it looks to be in good shape there's the view from 
35 w and 280 we're moving along here's the view from 94 bright sunshine out there this morning 94 the view 
from 280 and that looks good we saw some big backups yesterday on interstate 94 but right now not a 


problem grab the sunglasses and we do have our midway sky cam aimed at 280 to keep an eye on that and 
there it is that is that bridge that's middle of your screen there north and southbound that's right by our station 
moving along without too much problem wave hello as you drive by until we have an interstate by our station 
now it's 94. exactly right it's difficult to get off on the exit i mean it's amazing how far the impact is even you 
know a couple miles away from that scene right okay thanks rusty mall of america is now stepping in to help 
ease the commute to downtown minneapolis starting today commuters can park in the mall's east ramp and 
use the light rail or buses to travel downtown the ramp will open weekday mornings at 7. the minnesota twins 
say they will go 
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the minnesota twins say they will go ahead with their games in minneapolis this weekend and some other 
events in minneapolis will also go ahead the minnesota fringe festival opens tonight at a number of 
minneapolis theaters performances start at 5 30 and the uptown art fair starts today at noon and runs 
through sunday at six organizers of both events recommend that you take metro transit or carpool in order to 
avoid traffic tie-ups a surveillance camera near the site caught video of the bridge as it was collapsing we 
showed it to you yesterday you can see the bridge fall on the right side of your screen some engineers who 
watched this video of the collapse now say a fatigue crack is most likely the cause video distinctively shows 
the bottom beam cracking and the upper beam cracking and then the rest of the bridge proceed now we've 
heard a lot of speculation from people who drove on that bridge about what caused it to collapse some 
believe heavy construction equipment may have put too much stress on it others reported feeling strong 
vibrations in the minutes leading up to it wondering if that should have been a warning sign now here's what 
we do know the bridge's center span was the first to drop we have a animation to show you that caused the 
ends to buckle fold down and collapse onto the river shore out of this tragedy heroes are emerging we've 
been talking about them since the collapse dozens of first responders put their own lives on the line climbing 
onto the collapsed bridge to get stunned victims out of their cars sometimes even out of the water and then 
to safety brad satin has more now on their stories [Music] risking their lives we did what we had to do 
motivated by a sense of duty you're forced to make a decision and do we stand back and watch or do we 
take action from the firefighters on the edge of unstable concrete to divers risking currents strong enough to 
sweep them away to the man who with no safety net climbed down a 12-inch beam at a 60-degree angle to 
make a rescue it was nothing but twisted metal 
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it was nothing but twisted metal overhanging concrete you could hear the bridge creaking you could hear 
rivets popping and you heard the people on the on the span that was actually in the water crying for help 
firefighter shanna hansen lives near the bridge when it went down she rushed to the scene and in no time 
was in the water you're concerned about something snagging you and dragging your line underneath life- 
threatening dangers from below and above at one point a pillar high in the air began to wobble it was starting 
to move a little bit it was causing some of the concrete to crumble and they evacuated everybody out from 
underneath it but you'll hear it from every first responder they take the risk to save lives while it's a rescue we 
go full out if it's a rescue effort everyone's in there doing best they can you just kind of go in and do it you 
don't think about it much until afterwards and it's only then when they realize it's not a place that i'd care to 
go to again and i don't blame them no isn't it amazing just you you watch what these people do that's what 
they're trained to do but nobody could see this coming and they just did it they went out there it was great 
and not only the first responders also some of the people who were victims themselves helped other people 
it's really been neat to see well it is now 6 24 65 degrees here in the twin cities those first responders as you 
mentioned weren't the only people who put their lives at risk coming up an ordinary man becomes a hero 
when he helps dozens of children escape their bus he tells his story we've heard some incredible stories of 
people on the bridge when it collapsed stepping in to help rescue others one of those heroes is a man 
named gary babineau he helped rescue dozens of those children on that school bus and he's been getting a 
lot of national attention for it rod simons has his story tom bonita good morning by now many of you may 


have heard of gary babineau of blaine he's been on all the talk shows larry king live all the national talk 
shows as well as good morning america he is a new brighton native a former wrestler at tatino grace high 
school and the one thing about gary babineau is 
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and the one thing about gary babineau is he's still trying to make sense of this tragedy but one very happy 
man glad to be alive on this day after the bridge collapse gary babineau isn't just now feeling fortunate gary 
got that when i was on the bridge and i actually had the full view of the whole bridge going across and i 
actually saw the whole thing fall and then start falling with it it was real right then i didn't i couldn't believe it it 
was like a movie but right when i hit it it was real to me babineau was in the intense spotlight because he 
was one who not only survived in his demolished rig but he then got out to rescue kids from this bus i was 
hearing the screams and i looked over and there's this school bus i just thought oh my god this is it's terrible 
when i saw the school bus it was just i gotta get to those kids you know there's i know that there's gonna be 
other people and we all need to come together and just we need to help these kids we need to get them out 
of there and he did that but as quickly as babineau rushed to help rescue those on the bus his mind was 
racing with thoughts of his pregnant fiance liz that's the first thing i thought about when i when i figured out 
the bridge is going down that's the first thing that went through my mind i oh my oh my god there's i have a 
baby coming in two weeks you know i can't die please don't let me die it was like a prayer was just going 
through my mind god you know i don't want to die you know just and as he stands as close as they'll let us 
get to one of the clap spans the whole scene is as vivid as it was just after six wednesday night hearing the 
cars screeching down the down the incline and falling off right next to me and then hearing the screaming 
kids in the bus that that's you know i had an angel looking down on me you know two seconds later and you 
know i would have been in the water or i would have been you know ii had someone was looking over me 
babinho told me one other thing he's looking forward to some serious sleep over the next few days in fact he 
also said the highlight of his day was a pork chop lunch at his 





his day was a pork chop lunch at his mom's house full of extra loves and hugs and the other thing being 
interviewed on good morning america one very happy ending to that story in the newsroom rod simons five 
eyewitness news thank you rod gary babineau's fiance is due to give birth in less than two weeks as rod 
mentioned we talked to her about his heroism he said he had helped some people and i just was at that 
moment i knew that he was i was just proud of him because i knew he wouldn't do anything different but that 
his mom raised him to be a good good man and i'm honored to be be his wife i mean and have his child 
there are so many people to be proud of in this situation it's great to share those stories [Music] this is 5 
eyewitness news morning we can never be prepared for something as horrendous as this she's a sweet girl 
and everybody loved her kept calling her cell phone constantly and just trying to get a hold of her in nothing 
we're following more news on the 35w bridge collapse as the recovery efforts continue good morning it's 
about 6 30 on friday august 3rd i'm benita soccer and i'm tom hauser we have the latest on the victims in this 
tragedy plus jennifer griswold is live along the banks of the mississippi river with more on today's search 
plans and rusty gatonb is here to help you plan your route to work and we're going to start now with rusty 
thanks tom the drive this morning once again off to a nice start we were worried i was expecting gridlock with 
big delays yesterday with that major section of 35 w shut down and not available for travel but yesterday 
morning yesterday afternoon the drive through as you approach minneapolis in pretty good shape we have 
the map detoured uh the detour map for you showing you that yes if you're traveling south 35w you can go 
as far as stinson then you'll have to exit off basically for local traffic if you're heading out 
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for local traffic if you're heading out through 280 is the main detour and they've converted it to freeway status 
the lights are lit up green you have no access though to county road b broadway walnut or roselawn they just 
want you to move north and southbound through that detour and so far no real delays along that detour route 


here's what it looks like 94 big bright beautiful sunshine out there the view from 94 and 280 we did see 
delays on interstate 94 yesterday nothing too extreme but it did get crowded and slow and here's the 
approach from the north 35 w the view there from county road c you can see some brake lights coming on as 
you approach that 280 ramp there but once you get on to 280 moderately heavy conditions but they're 
moving along right up there near 55 miles per hour that's what's happening right now we'll keep an eye on 
this but you saw that big beautiful sunshine out there yeah it's going to be another nice day rusty much like 
yesterday sunshine temperatures around i would say 85 87 degrees today let's take a look at your forecast 
we're expecting temperatures to be near 87 similar to yesterday with lots of sunshine but things begin to 
change tomorrow we have a chance of rain and maybe the most widespread rain that we've seen in a while 
around here rolling in for saturday a high of 78 a little nicer on sunday but active weather continues into next 
week we have a complete look at your seven-day forecast coming up in just a few minutes thank you patrick 
now the latest on the river recovery efforts they were slowed down yesterday by fierce currents and 
dangerous debris jennifer griswold is live with where divers are planning to be this morning we understand 
they'll be arriving there around now are they starting to show up they have been trickling in for the last half 
hour so you can see two different departments have their command posts set up and then you can see 
several deputies have arrived to this scene we are expecting a news conference about seven o'clock this 
morning divers will be risking their lives today to help families find out if loved ones died in this tragedy right 
now the hennepin county sheriff's office believes eight people are still missing the department of public 
safety tells us the number could still be much higher 20 





the number could still be much higher 20 to 30. christina sakorovis is missing her boyfriend hopes she is safe 
but he fears she could be a victim he says she was on her way to a church when she likely crossed over the 
35w bridge on wednesday i frantically tried calling again and again called other friends to see if they had 
seen her or talked to her i went to the hospitals and checked and i still haven't heard from her well we know 
there are a number of vehicles both either submerged or partially submerged i don't have an exact number 
we don't know that for sure that's what the divers and the side scan sonar are trying to locate for us 
yesterday divers were hampered by the tangled mess of metals and by the currents they have found two 
submerged vehicles and some construction scaffolding downstream from the collapse site no bodies have 
been found however there is still a large area to search upstream the hennepin county sheriff is expected to 
do a news briefing at seven o'clock as you saw many deputies have arrived they hope to have divers in the 
water at 8 30 this morning we will bring all this to you as it becomes available live minneapolis jennifer 
griswold 5 eyewitness news and as jennifer said diving in that area of the river is extremely difficult divers 
risk their own lives to help families find closure by recovering victims bodies we talked to experienced diver 
lee bailey sealer to learn more about what it's like under the water there are obstructions that can be moving 
towards the diver but also the diver can move into obstructions and become entangled and and some 
occasionally pinned and need assistance to get out bailey sealer tells us he's been in the water near the 
collapse but it's so dangerous in that exact location that recreational divers are not allowed now a look at the 
victims in this tragic collapse who we know did not survive the official death toll remains at four julia 
blackhawk patrick holmes artemio trinidad nina and sherry engebretson susanna song is live with more 





live with more on the heartbreak their families are feeling and we get to hear from some of them yesterday 
vanita and we're learning their names their faces even their passions of these people of course who died in 
this unthinkable tragedy we have a 29 year old minneapolis man by the name of artemio trinidad mina he's a 
father of four his youngest child only two months old then he we also have 36-year-old patrick holmes of 
mounds view who also died in the collapse he leaves behind two kids a wife of 12 years and they say he'll be 
remembered for his love of sports now sheri ingebretson of shoreview has two daughters her husband says 
he has no idea what made her take that route once she usually avoided and the fourth victim julia blackhawk 
of savage friends say they hope her family has been notified from what i heard from other students is that 
they're out of state um on vacation right now so i don't know if they've been contacted or if they even know i 


mean she was loved everybody in the class liked her she was not very talkative but she was really nice she 
always asked to borrow stuff for me and i'd always let her and again up to 30 victims still missing from the 
bridge collapse and officials anticipate more families will learn soon that their loved ones were also in that 
bridge collapse live in minneapolis susannah song 5 eyewitness news president bush and first lady laura 
bush will get an up close look at the bridge collapse scene over the next few days mrs bush will visit the twin 
cities today she was originally scheduled to attend the summer meeting of the republican national committee 
and another event at the university of minnesota after surveying the damage the first lady will meet with and 
help comfort some of the victims president bush then will be in town on saturday to see the damage for 
himself we are getting some news in from abc news right now they are now reporting that five people are 
confirmed dead in the 





five people are confirmed dead in the bridge collapse we have not heard that from local sources here but abc 
news is reporting five people are confirmed dead that's up from the four that were confirmed earlier we'll 
continue to follow this of course and bring you the latest minneapolis has already received 5 million in federal 
emergency money the funds will go immediately to long-term planning for traffic detours last night a house 
committee approved 250 million more dollars to help rebuild the bridge it's expected to pass the house in the 
next few days but one minnesota lawmaker doesn't think that's enough i think it will cost substantially more 
than 250 million dollars rebuild that bridge and and to and to uh not only it's not only the bridge but it's the 
approaches on either side for the bridge but we have to start somewhere we have to start somewhere and 
250 million dollars is a starting figure overstar hopes to push the emergency funding bill through today before 
congress goes on their august vacation well the time now is just about 6 38 65 degrees here in the twin cities 
we continue to follow the latest developments of this terrible accident and hear a young girl's frantic phone 
call to her mother just moments after she was rescued from the school bus on that bridge all right good 
morning everyone we are tracking another united states today but big changes on the way for tomorrow 
some showers and storms could be some severe weather as well in parts of the state and active weather will 
continue right into next week we'll have that seven-day forecast coming up and welcome back as we 
expected the death toll from wednesday's bridge collapse continues to climb we have been told and been 
confirmed now from the hennepin county medical examiner's office that a fifth body has been recovered from 
the wreckage that happened overnight and an investigator with the hennepin county medical examiner's 
office says the body was recovered and they're still trying to identify who

and they're still trying to identify who that person is so hard to listen to terrifying cries for help a little girl 
leaves a voicemail just moments after the bridge collapsed beneath her the panic turned a relief once the 
ten-year-old was consoled by her mom tally swift and 60 others were returning from a field trip when their 
school bus dropped 40 feet when the bridge gave way beneath them her mom christine listened to the phone 
message for the first time just breaks your heart to listen to that her mom soon answered those pleas trying 
to calm her down when she called back callie has a sore back but she will be okay her mom says she's in 
shock heartbroken about the loss of life yet thankful she was one of the lucky ones you hate to hear any kid 
and that's so that much distress it's just it really does it sends shivers up and for the mom not to have been 
there i mean just that that feeling the bridge collapse in minneapolis is having a ripple effect worldwide that 
sure is we're going to bring you that angle of this story coming up in just a moment [Music] and again 
updating our breaking news here just in the last few minutes the death toll has risen we expected that to 
happen after wednesday's bridge collapse it has now climbed to five a fifth body has been recovered from 
the river an investigator with the hennepin county medical examiner's office says the body was recovered 
sometime on thursday he said investigators are still trying to identify the body and again we welcome you 
back to our continuing coverage of this bridge collapse tragedy this tragedy is making headlines of course

you can see over here on the on the right of your screen as i as i scroll over that it will even give a chart of 
what time during the day people were looking at that keyword so that was a big keyword also coming in on 
the list at number 11 was the key search term city of minneapolis at number 12 the key term bridge collapse 
and at number 19 people were searching for minneapolis news so it just goes to show you that people are 
looking people are interested in what's going on and tom and vanita just wanted to give everyone a reminder 
that we will be at the web desk all day updating the most recent info as soon as we get it okay it's good to 
hear thank you very much justin that is you know the web is how a lot of people are keeping connected to the 
story and trying to find out uh what is happening they were watching our newscast online yeah yeah a lot of 
friends of mine on the west coast were and a lot of stations in other markets were just so curious about this 
story because it's and so many reporters from other stations other cities internationally and nationally are 
here it's a big story tomorrow weather could be a big story in terms of rainfall and severe weather potential 
let's get to the details and start with a look at alexandria where we have the clear skies it is going to be a 
sunny day in alexandria brainerd walker down to saint cloud twin cities rochester and then the rain will arrive 
it appears during the day tomorrow we'll see clouds increase and rain developing during the day 62 in 
richfield at this hour 59 in new brighton 56 in farmington 60 degrees at this hour as we take you towards 
minneapolis all right let's take a look at your weather headlines we start with a look at radar and we've got 
some showers approaching from south dakota into nebraska and these 
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south dakota into nebraska and these showers are going to be approaching as i mentioned during the day 
tomorrow this is the moisture that we are going to be watching over the next 24 to 36 hours and then more 
moisture will be working in it looks like during the following week as well so an active weather pattern is 
shaping up 50 degrees in st cloud 51 in brainerd 43 in big fork inn and hibbing so cooler in northern 
minnesota 58 degrees in redwood falls 65 in the twin cities all right satellite view shows you that we have the 
clear skies out there it is going to be a very nice day similar to yesterday temperatures about the same as 
well we look out to the west and you can see this developing cloud mass here this is low pressure it's 
beginning to spin up some clouds and a strong jet stream is going to bring this in during the day tomorrow 
and increase our chances of rain during the day and i got to tell you folks this is one of the best chances of 
rain we've seen over a larger area in quite a while we are under a severe drought and this is rain the timing 
is lousy for our recovery efforts it's coming on a saturday a lot of people have outdoor plans but at this point 
in the season i'll tell you what we need the rain and i think it's going to come tomorrow all right let's take a 
look and show you how we're tracking it high pressure is going to push off to the east during the day today 
allowing for the nice day and notice how moisture begins to increase in the morning and spread over much of 
minnesota i think the focus of severe weather though will be in southern parts of the state during the day 
tomorrow 87 degrees in the twin cities 86 in cloud 85 wilmer redwood falls mankato montevideo areas we're 
going to need to watch for severe weather saturday afternoon all right here we go for today mainly sunny 87 
degrees with that westerly breeze five to 10. 78 tomorrow that's it it's going to be a cooler day with the clouds 
and showers and storms around an isolated shower on sunday then more active weather later monday 
tuesday and until wednesday with temperatures

and until wednesday with temperatures kind of inching back towards 90 degrees rusty we will enjoy this cool 
down i mean 70s that's good stuff i know i know that's a nice little change we've got for tomorrow all right 
sounds good the drive out there this morning yeah we are having actually another nice rush hour yesterday 


morning commute not bad afternoon commute okay people have seems to people seem to have found a way 
to avoid 35w coming into minneapolis the detour we'll show you once again the map for you here's what 
here's what's going on 35w southbound you go as far as stinson then you must exit off so that's basically for 
local travel only if you're going on through 280 is the main detour it is set up to be a freeway basically now 
with the lights lit up green however you do not have access then county road b broadway walnut or rose lawn 
and traffic pulse right now we've calculated some of the drive times around town and there it is 94 eastbound 
from 394 to 280 38 miles per hour 94 westbound from saint paul to minneapolis 33 miles per hour and 35 w 
northbound still in good shape from the crosstown to downtown speeds are at 47 miles per hour and there it 
is the zone 35 w north and southbound the as you approach that bridge collapse area you can see we are 
having a pretty decent drive let's go live to the drive you'll see that the view from 35w in chicago we actually 
have a fender bender out there on interstate 94 and the patrol officer on the scene they're on the inside there 
so not really a problem 94 was very crowded yesterday it's moving along right now that's the view from 94 
and 280 another angle of your 94 and 280 commute and then 35 w that's what it looks like as you approach 
that detour zone the view from county road c and heavy conditions but not bad and we do have midway sky 
cam aimed at 280. we've been watching the flow north and southbound at 280 from midway sky cam do we 
have that there it is looking over steady as she 





there it is looking over steady as she goes really steady okay very nice thank you rusty all right it's 65 
degrees right now it is 6 51. our coverage will continue with a look at other bridges in the state we do want to 
update you too that within the last 20 minutes we have learned that a fifth victim was pulled overnight from 
the river we'll continue to follow this of course we'll be telling you more of these types of things coming up 
because we know there will be more victims and again we'll have more about bridge safety our investigative 
unit has poured over thousands of federal inspection records we'll tell you what they found that's coming up
